Says a treasury official, there are sev- 
“freak” bills scattered 
through the country. One of them 
came to the sub-treasury at New York 
not so long ago. It had the imprint 
of the twenty-dollar note on one side 
and of the ten on the other. But, as 


| the face showed the figure twenty, $20 


was the legal value of the bill. Occa- 
sionally these freak bills slip through 
and printing, 


In mest cases 
they have been national bahk notes 
treasury notes, 
are printed at the bureau in Washing 


|ton. The face value is always recog 


nized when the “freaks” come to be 


ful status whatever. 
The notes are printed in sheets at 
the bureau. Usually there will be one 


|twenty and two tens on a sheet. They 


are printed on one side at a time, so 
it can be seen that the printer, in 
turning over the sheet, might get it 
upside down, and thus put a ten-dollar 
back on a twenty-dollar note, or a 
twenty on the back of one of the 
tens. In the bureau are employees 


| who are supposed to examine all the 
| bills carefully, but occasionally they. 


neglect to scrutinize both sides as 
carefully as they should, and so the 
money goes out into circulation. 


| When errors are discovered, the mis- 


printed sheet is laid aside to be de- 
stroyed. It cannot be torn up at once, 
for every sheet has to be accounted 
for. After a good deal of red tape it 
is ground into pulp. 

Most of the freak bills which have 
been issued in the past have found 
their way back to the treasury; there 
to be destroyed. It {is thought that

Original “Old Glory.” 

The American national flag was 
named “Old Glory” in 1881 by William 
Driver, a skipper halfling from Salem, 
Mass., and captain of the brig Charles 
Doggett. Just before leaving Salem 
for the Southern Pacific ocean, a 
young man presented Captain Driver 
with a large and beautifully made 
American flag. When it was sent 
aloft the captain christened it “Old 
Glory.” After retiring from active 
life, Captain Driver settled in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., in 1887, and the flag that 
had accompanied him to the Pacific 
was displayed from the window of his 
home. At the beginning of the Civfl 
war it wag fired upon. Then it was 
kept out of sight until February 27, 
1862, when General Nelson appeared 
at Nashville with a division of the 
Union army, Captain Driver presented 
the flag tod the general to be hoisted 
on the capitol. After the war the 
original “Old Glory” was. carefully 
treasured. And on the death of the

Origin of the Semaphore. 

From the earliest times and among 
savage nations beacon fires and in- 
terrupted columns of smoke have been 
used to give warning of the approach 
of an enemy or the news of victory or 
defeat. Signalling by combinations of 
flags is another early method, and is 
still used at sea. However, {t was not 
until 1795, when Lord George Mur- 
ray introduced his semaphore system, 
that anything Hke an efficient means 
of telegraphic communication was es- 
tablished. The admiralty at the time, 
seeing the adv®htages of such a sys- 
tem, caused semaphore stations to be 
eStablished on all the highest points 
from London to Dover, Deal, and 
Portsmouth. So effectual was the sys- 
tem that a message could be, in favor- 
able circumstances, transmitted from 
London to Deal, Dover to Portsmouth, 
and a reply received back in London 
fn seven and a half minutes. The op- 
eration was performed by three men 
{n each station, two of whom were on 
the lookout, while the third was em- 
ployed tn working the six shutters, 
which were placed over the bullding 
in two vertical frames in such a way 
that 63 distinct could be 
formed

The average American’ barber is 
obliging and anxious to have you for 
a steady customer, but in order to un- 
terstand how obliging a barber really 
an be it is necessary to study a Chi- 
nese barber. He begins by carefully 
washing the victim's face, ears and 
head with very warm water, wiping 
off the dripping parts with a wet 
towel. He then shaves the head, or 
rather around the crown where the 
queue begins commencing right over 
the right ear and moving along until 
the forehead and lower part of the 
back head are cleaned.
